The two older children were 
trapped behind a blazing cloth 
screen which separated their bed 
and| that of their parents and the 
baby brother in the two-room sec- 
ond floor apartment. William Al- 
wardt, 72, who owns the building, 
and his two sons slept In the lower 
apartment of the building. 

The Johnsons .awakened them 
and the younger of the two Alwardt 
sons rushed up stairs and tried to 
save the two Johnson children, but 
the flames drove him back. 

Boyd Roush, a truck driver from 
Aurora, noticed a the fire as he 
drove past, and grabbing "a fire ex- 
tinguisher, made his way into the 
bedroom and carried the boy and 
girl! out. 

In the meantime the older Al- 
wardt son went to a store at the 
Intersection of Grant ave and Rte. 
45 and called Jhc Lake Villa fire 
department. 

. Windsor Dalgaard, formerly of 
Antioch, said he and other fireman 
tried to revive the two children 
without success. They were then 
taken by ambulanccjo 1 St. Therese 
hospital where they were pro- 
nounced dead.

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Economic Highlight! 

The problem of communist teachers in the col- 
leges is as delicate as It Is Important. On the one 
hand, Is the cause of academic freedom, of the right 
and duty of the teacher to speak his mind and to deal 
with ideas which may be rfew, unorthodox and even 
revolutionary. On the other hand, Is the fact that the 
well disciplined and educated communist can insidi- 
ously warp young minds and make black appear to be 
white. Almost everyone must realiie by now that 
■Communism is not just a legitimate political principle, 
like the classical socialism of Norman Thomas, or the 
British labor movement. These ideas, however much 
■one may be against them, have their roots in the demo- 
cratic process. Communism, on the other hand, has 
only contempt for the democratic process. Its avowed 
aim is domination "of :'the* world, through a series of 
centrally-directed and coordinated totalitarian states 
In which every vestigefdfcopposltlon would be method- 
ically and ruthlessly' eliminated. 

Those who are responsible for the operation of 
our universities have been devoting the closest kind 
o/ study and analysis of the communist problem. A 
result is a statement recently released by the Associa- 
tion of American Universities, and signed by the heads 
of 37 of these universities including such large and 
influential ones as Columbia, Harvard. Stanford, 
Duke, Johns Hopkins, California, Chicago, Yale, 
Princeton, and so on. 

It begins with a discussion of the role and nature 
of the university. "Like its medieval prototype," it 
says, "the modern American university is an associa- 
tion of individual scholars .... Free enterprise is as 
essential to intellectual as to economic progress. A 
university must therefore be hospitable to an infinite 
variety of skills and viewpoints, relying upon open 
competition among them as the surest safeguard of 
truth. Its whole spirit requires investigation, criticism 
and presentation of ideas in an atmosphere of freedom 
and mutual confidence. ... To enjoin uniformity of 
outlook upon a university faculty would put a stop to 
learning at the source. ..." 

The statement then goes into the subject of the 
obligations and responsibilities of university faculties. 
Here it makes this telling observation: "There is a 
line at which 'freedom' or 'privilege' begins to be 
qualified by legal 'duty' and 'obligation.' The deter- 
mination of the line is the function of the legislature 
and the courts. . . . Any member of a university who 
crosses the duly established line is not excused by 
the fact that he believes the line ill -drawn." 

A this point the statement is highly critical of the 
professor who takes legal refuge in the Fifth Amend- 
ment as an excuse to refuse to answer questions — "if 
he is called upon to answer for his convictions it is 
his duty as a citizen to speak out." It continues with 
a ringing condemnation of Russian Communism and 



all other forms of totalitarianism, stating, "Three of 
its principles in particular are abhorrent to us: The 
fomenting of world-wide revolution as a step to seiz- 
ing power; the use of falsehood and deceit as normal 
means of persuasion; thought control — the dictation of 
doctrines which must be accepted and taught by all 
party members," 

Finally, the statement comes to the heart of the 
matter—and It docs that In unequivocal terms. The 
substance of its stand is found in 'these words: "Above 
all, a scholar must have Integrity and Independence. 
This renders impossible adherence to such a regime 
as that of Russia and its satellites. No person who 
accepts or advocates such principles and methods* has 
any place In a university. Since present membership 
in the Communist party requires the acceptance of 
these principles and methods, such membership ex- 
tinguishes the right to a university position, More- 
over, (f an instructor follows communistic practice by 
becoming a propagandist for one opinion, adopting a 
'party line', silencing criticism or Impairing freedom 
of thought and expression in his classroom, he forfeits 
not only all university supports but his right to- mem- 
bership In the university."

Cows must be milked every day, 
a situation that leaves little spare 
time for the dairy farmer, but to 
the Maurice Bown family two miles 
'south of Antioch on Rte. 59, the 
desire to go places and back in a 
hurry has been satisfied. They fly. 
* As ane ot the rapidly increasing 
number of flying farmers Bown and 
his family are getting great enjoy- 
ment from their Cesna 120 and this 
fact recently was given notice in an 
article in the National Flying Far- 
mers. __ 

"Mr. Bown began his flying only 
when he had passed his thirty-Btxth 
birthday/' said the article, "He 
Joined a flying club at tha-Wauke- 
gan airport, but the thrill of his 
first saolo gave him the determina- 
tion to own a plane. WKh a part- 
ner, he bought a Piper. Cub an'd the 
two checked their private tickets 
in that." 

In the meantime, Bown obtained 
state permission to build a landing 
strip 1,800 feet ia-length at his. 
farm from which he operates. Then 
his partner, Clarence Hansen,: con- 
structed a strip on his farm, bought 
the Bown Interest in the Cub, and 
became a flying farmer also. .The 
Bowns then bought the Cessna 120, 



and Hansen since has bought a new 
plane. 

But there is another angle to the 
story of the flying Bowns, Maurice 
and Hal lis. 

They adopted a six-year-old Ger- 
man- orphan and this fact extended 
their flying experience. 

Mrs. Bown took a plane from Chi- 
cago to New' York, her first trip 
that far, and met. the boy who was 
flown from Frankfort, Germany, on 
the , Belgian Air Lines plane with 
a group of other orphans to Idlewlld 
Airport, New York on June 28, 
1052. 

He -knew no. English - and she 
knew no German so there was an 
awkward silence when she met him. 
The boy hesitated, but the toy or 
two! she took along made things 
right; and authorities at the air- 
port helped them until they got 
aboard the returning plane. Mat- 
ters ran smoothly from then on. 

Ralph learned English rapidly 
arid takes to flying readily, 

"The Bowns feel ' that the event 
has proved that the airplane puts 
thousands of- miles of distance with- 
in reach of : the average traveler,: 
and best of ail makes every place 
in the world a close neighbor/- the 
article > concluded.
